Finds Faculty Indifference. 

College and university professors ‘who 
slight the religious element in teaching were 
censured yesterday by William Adame 
Brown, Roosevelt professor of systematic 
theology in the: Union Theological seminary, 
in an address on “ The Modern Chailenge 
of Christianity,” at Haskell) hall .at the 
University of Chicago. Too many college 
faculty members are indifferent to Christian- 
ity, according to Prof Brown. 

The eastern theologian, who will preach 
the baccalaureate sermon to the University 
of Chicago summer graduating class next 
Sunday at Mandel hall, deplored the lack 
of interest in practical religion shown in 
leading American universities. He also saw 
the same want of applied Christianity out- 
side the educational institutions.

Mr. Andrew announced that the depart- 
ment will require a reserve of only five in- 
stead of ten per cent of the emdrgency cur- 
rency issued by the currency association. 
Former Secretary Cortelyou interpreted the 
law to require a reserve of ten per cent, but 
Secretary MacVeagh takes a different view 
and has instructed the department to re- 
verse the ruling of June 30, 1908. 


Reserve Defined in Act. 

The Aldrich-Vreeland act provides for the 
reserve in this language: 

“That whenever and so long as any ne- 
tional banking association has outstanding 

any of the additional circulating notes au- 
thorized to be issued by the provisions of 
this act it shall keep on deposit in the treas- 
ury of the United States in addition to the re- 
demption fund required by section 8 of the act 
of June 20, 1874, an additional sum equal to 


at any time outstanding, such additional five 
per centum to be treated, held, and used in all 
respects, in the same manner as the original 
redemption fund provided for by said sec- 
tion 3 of the act of June 20, 1874. 

The department believes the framers of 
the law intended only that the same redemp- 
tion fund should be required in emergency 
issues as in the case of-ordinary notes. It 
can see no reason why a larger fund should 
be necessary, especially as the emergency 
notes can be issued only through currency 
associations, and are secured not only by the 
collateral deposited and the assets of the par- 
ticular bank issuing the notes, but by all the 
assets of all the banks comprising the asso- 
ciation, including also the reserve Nability of 
the shareholders. 


Want State Banks’ Status Fixed. 

The Chicago bankers have been troubled 
by the fact that state banks constitute a:ma-+ 
jority of the clearing housé association. They 
Wanted to know to what extent it would be 
permissible to settle clearing house balances 
with emergency currency. There appeared 
to be a queston as to the extent by which 
state banks could profit at all from the 
formation of a currency association. 

Mr. Andrew pointed out today that one 
great benefit of emergency currency to state 
banks lies in the fact that a state bank may 
use the emergency currency for reserve pur- 
poses, wheréas national banks cannot under 
the. banking laws.

Minnesota Keenest for Postal ‘Bank.

For every posta) 
savings bank which hae been asked for in 
the east, there are two private banks asking 
to be named as depositaries of postal money. 

The New England states are credited with 
only a little more than four per, cent of the 
demand for the new banks. . 

At present there is not money enough ap- 
propriated to establish postal savings banks: 
‘fm such centers. of population as New York,
